CUR MINING PROSPECTS. 



Tho news which we ptoaont this morning 
to our readers from Cariboo is of an unusually 
satisfactory charnctor. Cunningham's Creek, 
which was deserted after an iniperfoct trial 
a few years ago, has turned out immensely 
riob. The old hod of the creek, which on 
the former occasion lay undiscovoioil, has 
been recently brought to li^ht by a numbor 
of men, who have been averaging twelve 
ounces a day to tho baud — one party reaching 
even as high as twenty-five ounces. The in • 
telligdnr.e, so far as Curiboo is concerned, has 
come at a most opporluno period; for tho 
recent accounts from William.3 Creek were 
beginning to lose their exciting, if not in- 
teresting charaoter. Already several hundred 
men have left that locality and taken up their 
quarters on the newly discovered ground on 
Cinningharu's Creek, and the excitement in 
Cariboo generally is described as being in- 
ensa. Unlike the rumors of fresh discoveries, 
which wore circulated about six weeks Bgo, 
and which turned out little short of mythical, 
the intelligence ol this new "strike" is so 
veritable, that we had the satisfaction of con- 
versing with one of the lucky claimholders, 
■who came down last night, and who showed 
us the most substantial proofs of his succes?. 
The most pleasing part of the intelligence is 
probably tho fact that Cunningham's Creek 
can be worked with very little expense, 
thus forming an agreeable contrast to the 
Cariboo Creeks generally. 

We have no means of knowing what impres- 
sions were made on Governor Seymour's mind 
during his recent tour through the gold fields 
of the neighboring colony ; but we hope that 
this recent discovery will induce 1 1 is Excel- 
lency, with tho support of the members of 
the Legislative Council, to take vigorous slops 
to promote the exploration of the country 
with the view to opening up new ati* 
riferous tracts. There is, in fact, no hope 
of any immediate progressive strides, unless 
the most vigorous exertions nre made on the 
part of the British Columbian government to 
prospect tho colony. The difficulty of indi- 
vidual prospecting, especially in the present 
known gold-bearing regions is too great 
to induce any number of miners to 
undertake the task on their own responsibil- 
ity. Outside the few trails that have been 
cut, the country preseuts to the isolated 
eiplorer obstacles that are, in his case, actu- 
ally insuperablo ; and yet without some effort 
is made to develop new fields of wealth, it is 
evident mining in the neighboring colony 
will, in a few years, oomc to a stand- 
still; for in the natural course cf events, 
the present gold mines must become ex- 
hausted. Nothing can meet the emergency 
of the oase but organized prospecting com- 
panies, under government supervision. The 
extent of the British Columbian territory, the 
richness which the gold fields already discov- 
ered have shown, and the auriferous indications 
presented by tho geological formation of tho 
country genorully, all hold out a well-ground- 
ed hope, that the efforts of some such expe- 
dition would be crowned with the greatest 
success. The visit of tho Colonial Secretary 
to Kootanais shows us at all events that tho 
Government is alive to tho importance of 
developing diggings for tho poor man, and 
would lead us to conclude that the next ses- 
sion of the Legislative Council will not be al- 
lowed to pass away without a scheme of ex- 
ploration being devised th at-will tend to open 
up the mineral wealth of the colony to a pop- 
ulation more in keeping with tho country's 
richness and extent. 

The visit of His Excellency Governor Ken- 
nedy to ( Sooke is almost analagoue to that of 
Mr. Birch to Kootanais, and will, wo doubt 
not, have an erpjally beneficial effect. It 
is said tho Sooke miners will tako 
advantago of the circumstance to hold a pub- 
lic meeting, and lay their grievances as well 
as suggestions, before him. Tho improvised 
raining regulations have been now pretty 
thorhoughly tested, and His Excellency will 
have tho experionce of the miners, as well as 
ocular demonstration, to guide him in fram- 
ing new regulations, or sanctioning amend- 
ments to those at present existing. The 
disposition evinced by the Governors of both 
colonies to acquire a knowledge of the res- 
pective countries and their wants, from per- 
sonal observation, gives us strong hupps ol 
the future; for it assures us that Executive 
action in either colony will bo no longer 
based on hypothesis, but on palpable facts. 
Wo hope that with this impulse in common 
to know something of tho countries over 
which they are called to preside, an emulation 
may arise that will tend to push both colon- 
ies forward at a paco mure becoming their 
natural capacities.

LETTER FROM LEECH RIVER. 



Leech RlYHIt, August 31, 1864. 
Editor British Colonist,— Both trails 
are now completed. Messrs. Nicholson and 
Monro met at the Commissioner's tunt yes- 
terday evening. Monro's trail was finished 
at four o'clock this afternoon. Our party left 
Plan's at half past one yesterday, and arrived 
at Munro's camp at 7:30; wo travelled tho 
remaining three milos this morning. 1 esti- 
mate Iho distonce from Victoria lo Mr. 
Golledge's tent at 2G miles — seven miles to 
Peutt'S.nnd four miles to tho opening of Mun- 
ro's trail, which is 15 miles in length. It 
may be useful to some of your readers to 
know the watering places, as much inconve- 
nience might bo suffered without this iufor- 
mulion. Two miles from the Commissioner's 
tent is the first ; another mile is the next ; 
4)j miles further is a sluggish stream, which 
will havo lo be corduroyed : one mile from 
tho opening of the trail is the last. 1 havo ne- 
ver Been a mora sinuous trail than that blazed 
by Mr. Wall ; no doubt the country is a dif 
ficuit one lo pass through, yet truveliing over 
il one feels astonished at the tortuosity of 
the road. Everything is <|iiiet on tho creek.

hanged. Klatsassin stated that he came to 
give up the murderers, and that on their boing 
hanged be would put the rope round his own 
neck, and hang himself. Tho murderers 
gave themselves up in consequence of a mes*- 
sage sect them through one of Alexia' Indians, 
and to save the lives of their wives and chil- 
dren, their fishing und hunting stations being 
taken possesion of by tho expedition.

A HIGH CREEK STRUCK.

A Rush of 500 Mou in a Week. 

Tho steamer Enterprise arrived Irom New 
Westminster yesleiday nfte-'noon with 40 lo 
50 passengers. 

Tho news Irom Cariboo is highly encourag- 
ing ; Cunningham's Creek, which, although 
discovered in 1860, was «ince abandoned as 
worthless, has proved lo be one of tho richest 
and most easily worked crocks in Cariboo, 
and a rush of <100 to 500 men to tho new 
diggings hod taken place. 

Ou Williums Creok matters continue tiuii ; 
a good many unemployed men wero leaving 
for Sooko and elsewhere. The claims tupped 
by tho bed-rock drain wore said to bo doing 
well. 

CUHN1N61UM s CRKKK. 
From Mr. J. Draper, one of tho discoverers 
or the new crock, called Cunningham's creek, 
and who left tho mouth of Quosnolle 8 days 
ago, wo have tho following interesting par- 
ticulars : 

Mr. Draper and his three partners storied 
from Williams creek on tho l»t of April to 
prospect the creok, ono of liia party having 
mined a little on the creek in 1861, and hav- 
ing nn idea that il contained good diggings. 
The prospectors arrived ou Iho crock about 
May 'Jnd. It lios about 18 milos south-ens! 
of Williams creek, and 6 miles south-east of 
Antler. The party, after obtaining a good 
prospect, went to work and got out lumber 
for sluices, und took out ol the firot pit 40 
ounces in two days' work of two men. Tho 
bed-rook lies at a depth of Irom lo IS feel 
throughout tho cntiro creek. The pay is 
found through the dirt, and also on the bed- 
ruck. Tho parly worked on a bar on llic 
creek for about C weeks, taking out S2-3 to 
S30 o-duy to iho man. They then made a 
diich a in l t o and a half long, and commenced 
ground-sluicing, making from 50 to :'0 ounces 
a day. Ono day's washing reached 100 
on noes. 

Some time in dune a second party of two 
men found their way lo the creek, and look 
up u claim close to the discoverers, White- 
hill, Draper & Co. They also succeeded well, 
making lor the lirst three weeks about $25 
per day ; on striking the channel, they made 
40 ounces iho lirst day, and up to the 15th of 
August, tho time our informant left, they 
made from 50 to 60 ounces a-day lo the two 
men. The creek remained a totcl secret from 
the rest of iho mining community till the 9th 
of August, when some parlies out prospect- 
ing found out ihe success of tho discoverers, 
und a rush from Williams creek oommenoed, 
ond.in two days time there wore 300 meD on 
the creek. In eight days from the first an- 
nouncement of tho new crook, 300 claims 
were recurded, nnd 400 to 500 meu on the 
ground piospeoting. 

Two miners named Walker and Johnson, 
who took up a claim 500 feet ahovo tho dis- 
coverers' line, had obtained a good prospect, 
picking up one pieco weighing S20. The 
diggings are easily worked, and Mr. Draper 
thinks rpiite os extensive as Williums Creek. 
The stream is larger than Keitblej's, and 
about three times as largo as Williams. 
The bonehesaro higher than on Williams ami 
ihe stream runs northeasterly into Swamp 
river. Its longth is about 30 miles. Mr. 
Draper has shown us n sample of the gold, 
which very much resembles Sooko gold in 
shape, although lighter in color. Tho quality 
is said lo be about the best in Cariboo. 

Mr. Draper came down by tho Douglas 
route, and slates that ho found the besl ac- 
commodation he has met with in British 
Columbia. I le came through I r out Lilluoet 
to Douglas in one day.

In 
India, in the North American colonies, in 
Australia, we have a world of our own, all 
but boundless in extent, and with a destiny 
which dwarfs the present almost into insig- 
nificance. We are tho heirs of all ages; lous 
tho whole world is opon; it is our inheritance 
and we havo nothing to do but to outer in 
and possess it, When wc measure ourselves 
against the great military empires of tho con- 
tinent, wc arc made awate, unless wo suffer 
ourselves to be utterly blinded by conceit, of 
our inability to cope on thoir own clemont 
wilh these formidable organizations, If the 
objects lor which wo are continually strug- 
gling, were really worth the oontcst, we can- 
not help feeling how entirely that contest is 
beyond our strength. Wo aro asked to rneel 
with thirty thousand him lhal comelh against 
us with two hundred thousand, and ihe na- 
tional pride chafes at the statement that such 
a conflict is hopelessly, nnd even ridiculously 
unequal. Meanwhile, affairs of tho very high- 
est moment, things inexpressibly interesting 
lo this generation of Englishmen, and to all 
■ generations thai are to succeed it, are treated
